Sale of channel 66 May Be Delayed

SAN FRANCISGEO -An attempt-Dy7-tEEC 
Chinese American Owners of a local TV sta- 
tion to Selltheir station may be delayed by a 
ruling in a District of Columbia court. 

The Federal Communications Commis- 
Sion (FCC) recently told East West that re- 
ViewoftheMarch 1applicationto sellKPST- 
TV, Channel 66 may be delayedbecauseofa 
Tecentruling that preferencegliventominori- 
ties during“distress Sales "of broadcast enti- 
ties js unconsututional. 

TheUs CourtofAppeals saidthat“distress 
Sale”rules deny nonminority businesses 
equal protection under the Constitution， 
Under distress sale"rules, the FECCallowsa 
broadcast entity"Ss construction permib or 
licensetobe Soldat73 percentofthe station's 
fairmarketvalue; the buyermust be aminor- 
ity group orhave Significant minority Owner- 
Ship interest. The distress Sale "is designed 
to avoid the lengthy FCC reviews that nor- 
mally accompany 3a change in broadcast 
Ownership and to permit atimely sale of the 
TV orradio station being sold. 

According to Clay Pendarvis,branch chief 
of the mass media bureau of the FCC, the 
COUrtS decision Was.SO Tecentt that “TI don't 
know whattheimpactofthatruling willbeon 
this case，but the distress Sale Teview fof 
KPST-TV] may be delayed until the Com- 
mission . . . decides whether to appeal the 
Appellate court'sdecision.”The FCCstictly 
regulates the Ownership，sale, transfer and 
licensing of broadcast entities in the US. 

According to SF attorney Ed Lau，the 
Owners ofKPST-ITV,Pan Pacific Television， 
Inc. (PPTV) decided to sell the station be- 
cause Operating expenses and other costs 
increased as much as 300 percent beyond 
Original projections. Lau also said that the 
Bay Area-based group was disappointed that 
the station did not get the advertising reve- 


Tues they expected. Lau Said Drogramming 
onChannel66didnotattract alarge enough 
VicwWegship4agenerate the ratingsadvertisers 
demand. 

Lau also attribu 弛 d the station s financial 
woes to the lengtgy FCC hesgngs that were 
held prior to the FCC'Ss granting of the 1i- 
cense. He Saidithatthe station Ownership had 
not anticipatcd the major economic changes 
inthebroadcasting industry andthe Skyrock- 
eting coOStS of syndicated programming that 
took place in theearly 1980"S. The principals 
of PPITV are David Li Wallace Lee,Ed and 
Shirley Lau and Victor Sun. 

KPST-ITV wentontheairinearly 1987and 
wasVallejo'sfarstlocaltelevisionoutet.Thc 
Station broadcasts Chinese languagce pro- 
gramming and the Home Shopping Club. 

Ownership of the financially troublcd sta- 
tionhas been the subjectof controversy Since 
1978 whenthelicense to operarc firstbecamec 
available. Over the next Six years Secvetal 
Chinese American groups which wecrc vying 
for the station'Ss_ license participatcd in 
“comparative hearings”hcld by the FCC to 
evaluate the qualifications of the potcntual 
buyers，

In later years，the centcr added voca- 
tional training and cxpandcd itS Services to 
Include refugeces and other uncmployed and 
underemployed pcople.

Kennedy'Simpson Bill Creates Hard- 
Visits Anal Prafses CRDC ship for Asian And Latino Families

Nearly 25 years ag0，Corngress finally 
enacted legislation ending the restrictionist 
policies which virtually excluded Asian im- 
migration dating from theChineseExclusion 
Actof 1882. The Immigration and Naturali- 
Zation Act of 1965 abolished the discrimina- 
tory national origins quota System and estab- 
lished an equal number of visas for each 
country ofthe world. Italso affGirmedapolicy 
ofU.S.immigrationlaw whlich would center 
on family reunificatlon. 


Ironically, the same man who introduced 
the 1965 Act has joined forces with the man 
Who was Iesponsible {for passage of the 
Immigration Reftormn and_ Control Act 
(RCA) to propose legislation which would 
substantially erode the principle of family 
unity and head back in the direction of a 
national origins quota System. On February 
7, 1989, Senator Edward M. Kennedy (D- 
MA) and Senator Alan 玉 . SIimpson (R-WY) 
introduced the Imnmilgration Actof 1989, SB 
358，This blll is identical to the bill they 
introduced last year which whipped throusgh 
the Senate by avote 0f 88-4. 

SB 358 would create, for the first ume im 
US history,alimiton thenumberoflegalim- 
migrants to _the United states， Currently， 
Spouses, parents and children Of US citizens 
arenotsubjecttonumericallimitations. IfSB 
358 were enactcd, the General Accounting 
Office (GAO) has testified that immilgraton 
from other family categories would be re- 
duced to zero by 1998. 

The bill would also substantually lmit the 
2nd and 9th preference categorics. It would 
arblitrarlly restrict the 2nd preference to un- 
married Sons and daughters Of pcrmancnt 
resljdents underthe ageof26(curenty,there 
isnoagelimib. The Sth prefercncec, which is 
for brothers and Sisters of US ciuzcens and 1S 
the most used by the AsSian community， 
would be limited to never marricd brothers 
and SistGrs. According to the GAO, brotlhers 
and SisterSs of US ciuzens would have to 
remain unmarricd for 75 years while wailing 
for a visa under SB 358!1 Undcr:the current 
law, brothers and Sistcrs of Us citizcns from 
the Philippines and MCcxico have to wait over 
10 years to be reunited with thcir families. 
Morevisasnccdtobemadcavailable forboth 
Of hese categories to address these Severe 
backlogs. 

The main feature of SB 358 is the creation 
of anew indecpcndent category desligned to 
makeimmigrauionmore“opentoimrmigrants 
from nations which are nowW "Short-changed 
by the current law”and to“diversify”the 
fow of immigrants. Applcank would be 
entered in a lottcry after obtaining the requil- 
Site number Of points to enter based on Eng- 
lish-language ability，age，college Or posSt- 
graduate education, Job training and experi- 
ence, and occupational demand. This inde- 
pendent category initially contained provi- 
Sions thatexcludedand discriminated against 
Asians based on national origin. These pro- 
Visions were Subsequently eliminated but the 
points are Sull heavily weighted towards 


English-speaking professionals over non- 
English-speaking workers. 

The premise behind this bill is most dis- 
turbing， Since enactment of the 1963 Act 


Asian and Latino families have takcn advan- 


tage of this opcning to finally reunite with 
family members remaining im their home 
country. By the year 2010, the population of 
California will be a majority of minorities. 
This is due primarily to the influx of imml: 
grants and refugces from Asia and Latin 
Amcrica. As this has becomemorcandmore 
evidcnt, racist backlash has increased in te 
form of anti-immigrant violence and altacks 
onbilingual education and ServiceS. 9enalor 
Simpsonnotesthatunderthe currentlaw, in- 
dividuals from Asian and Latin American 
countriesuse 85% ofthe visas available. Onc 
ofthe stated Purposes of 3SB 358 ijS to: create 
more diversityinourlegal imrmigrantflowS. 
The message is clear.， Too marny colored 
faces are coming over. Thc argumentSounds 
alltoo similartothe "reverse discrimination 
cries we"*veallheardrccentlyin thecontcxtof 
attacks on affirmalive action.

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Experts Clalim 95exual Abuse of Boys Underreported

As reported in this week Ss lssue of East 
West, 19 men ,mostifnotall ofthemChinese 
Americans, came forward last year to claim 
that they had been molsested as boys by Dick 
Wichman, formerCameron House executive 
director. Regardless of the veraclty of their 
charges, the men's disclosures, made 20-30 
yearsaftertheabuseallegedlyoccurred,raise 
SeIlous questions about the inclidence and 
Impact of male Sexual abuse in the Asian 
community. 

Child Sexual abuse broadly includes both 
“hands-on" (fondling,masturbation, oral and 
anal Sex) and “hands-off”(voyeurism,，pOr- 
nOgraphy) offenses. 

Like all forms of sexual abuse, male vic- 
tmization is chronically underreported. 
Recent studies estimate that one OUE of Six 
boys 一 3aS compared to one outofthree girls 
一 will be molested before he is 18 years ol1d.

In lightof the factthat85-90 percent of all 
child sexual abusers are men,aboy's intense 
fear of disclosure may be further com- 
pounded if he was molested by a man. Many 
boys will not tell anyone of the assault be- 
cause they are afraid they will be labeled a 
homosexual by their peers and ostraclized by 
abhomophobic Soclety， 

The tremendous shame and social stigma 
3SSOciated with Sexualabuseplacesaparticu- 
larly heavy burden on Sexually abused Asian 
boys and the men they grow Up to be. 

“There's an almost universal denial that 
(child sexual abuse) happens in the Asian 
community，”Ssaid Sai-ling Chan-Sew, direc- 
tor of Chinatown Child Development Center 
in San Francisco， 

“Its tragic. But I see families who may 
know about [the abuse] but whose main 
coping mechanism is to deny and forget the 
whole incident. They turn their heads away 
from the trauma，refuse to seek help，and 
think that if they lgnore the problem long 
enough, it]l go away with time,”Chan-Sew 
Sald. 

San Francisco Police Officer Heather 


FEong, who worked in the department's juvye- 
nile division for three years investigating 
child abuse cases, including those in China- 
town, notes that saving face "often becomes 
the paramount Concern of many Asian par- 
ents faced with a sexually abused child.

-many Asian parents, Particularly first gen-

on a national level. He also reminded the 
audiencethatonly eight weeksremain before 
the Senate Judiciary Commaittee begins to 
ieview the two immigration bills before 

them，SB 358 (also called the Kennedy- 
Simpson bllb) and SB 448:“We're facing a 
realsplit ”Simon warned. 

_The Illinois senator recommended the 

Strategy ofpinpointing key statesrepresented 
on the Judiciary Committee and working 
withtheAsian American and Pacific Islander 
constitiencies in those States to organize 
lobbying efftorts.“The community Should be 
looking atthe members of he Senate Judici- 
ary Committee, Such as Joe Biden of Dela- 
ware and Strom Thurmond of South Caro- 
lna” Simon Suggested. 

He said as few as 25 to 30 letters from 
constituents in South Carolina might influ- 
enceThurmond'sCommittee vote. The Sen- 
ateJudiciaryCommittee ls the Congresslional 
body which reviews legislation prior to 
inaking Tecommendations to the Senate. 

Don t overestimate the lobbying power 
ofthe Asian/Pacific Islandergroups，Simon 
Said, iIts going to be a tough fight.”Simon 
asked those in the audience who felt family 
Teunification, was important to Contact Sena- 
tor Pete Wilson (D.-Calif.)，as well as key 


legislators in other states to lettheir views be 
known. According to Simon, most members 
ofCongress donothavestrong feelings about 
either SB 358 or SB 448; for that reason, he 
believes thelobbyingeffortsofAsian Ameni- 
cans can make a difference. 

Mabel Teng，representing the Chinese 
Progressive Association，Iecalled that be- 
cause of a nationwide grass roots letter wTIit- 
ing campaign, Some 30,000 signatures from 
Asian Americans helped to defeat the 1983 
Simpson-Rodino immigration bill. That bill 
would have threatened to eliminate the “fifth 
Preference”category that allows the immi- 
gration of married siblings of US-citizens. 
After the forum，Teng promised that the 
Asian groups which had worked against the 
Simpson-Rodino bil“ .. will gettogether 
again. We must have a combinaton of 由 e 
top,，plus grass roots Support It takes two 
wings to fly,”Teng Said. 

The Kennedy sponsored bill benefits the 
traditional _ patterm of western 王 Uropean 
immigration, but according to Simon;, that 
preference ignores the huge backlog of 
immigrants waiting to come here from Mex- 
ico, the Philippines,Korea, China [and other 
AsSian natons].” 

The backlog issue was amajor concern of 
Several participants. Rose Pak of the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce asked Simon 
whether anything could be done about the 


backlog of some two milllon Asians who 
have already been approved by US consu- 
latesandwhoare waitingtobeadmittedtothe 
US. According to Pak，the current wait 1S 
three to 13 years. 

Simon saidthatabill allowingtwomillion 
Asians into theUS atonce“wouldnothavea 
chance”"intheU9 SenateandaddedthatifSB 
358 were to pass，the walting period for 
“backlog”immigrants with prior approval 
could grow to 75 years. CongresSwoman 
Pelosi however, tooKk a Stronger Position on 
thebacklog issue.Amnesty, she sald，Ppenal- 
ized those who [had] been waiting patientiy. 
Weneedtopursuealegislativeremedy to that 
unfaimess, ”she promised， 

9Stanford law professor BUL Ong Hing, a 
SupporterofSimon' sbill,toldthe senator that 
immigration ljegislation beforethe Us House 
of Representatives favors Telatives of people 
who obtained US status through amnesty. 
Thatlegislattion, Hing said, is a “backhanded 
insult” to Asians who pursued immigration 
through legal channels and ended up on the 
backlog lisb “We are patienb” 了 Hing Sald， 
“maybe too patient.” 

Hing, who is also Director of the Immi- 
grantLegal Resource Center later told 到 cy 
West that regardless of Simon's Skepticlism 
aboutlegislation to mitigate the immigration 
backlog，Congressional precedent for such 
action does exisb“There have been times 


When backlogs were alleviated. No numeri- 
cal limitations have been put on refugees, in 
the case of Italians [for example, during 由 he 
1930?s] or Hungarians [during the 1930'"S].… 

Another key element of Simon's bill is 3 
provision for the naturalizaton of Filipino 
War veterans who served in the US military 
during WWII.According to Alice Bulos of 
the Filipino community In 9an Mateo, pasS- 
Sageofthebill shouldbeconsideredan urgent 
matter because of the age of many Fllipino 
veterans, Some of whom are already in their 
80 :3. 

Simon affirmed his commitment to 由 e 
Asian American and Pacific Islander com- 
munity and attributed his affinity for Asians 
to be the result of his parents having been 
missionaries in China，“I was borm Shortly 
aftertheyreturnedtotheUS.” Hesaid Ilike 
to Say that Tm the onljy member of the Us 
Senate who grew up playing mah-jongg.”
